TO  THE  COALVILLE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemicn, 

I have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  you  a Report  respecting  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  1918. 

In  1892,  the  Coalville  Urban  District  was  formed  from  the  parishes 
of  Whitwick  and  H ugglescote,  and  portions  of  the  parishes  of  Bardon, 
Ravenstone-cum-Snibston,  and  Swannington.  In  1912,  about  60  more 
acres  were  added  from  the  parishes  of  Ravenstone  and  Swannington.  The 
total  area  now,  inclusive  of  area  covered  by  water,  comprises  6,040  acres. 

There  are  three  Wards — the  Coalville  or  Central,  the  Hugglescote  or 
South,  and  the  Whitwick  or  North  Ward,  named  after  the  original 
townships. 

Coal-mining,  railway  wagon  making,  quarrying  stone  for  ma^:adam, 
elastic  web  and  hosiery  manufacture,  and  brick-making  form  the  staple 
industries. 

The  sub-soil  is  clay,  with  patches  of  gravel  and  sand.  The  surface  is 
varied  and  undulating,  particularly  in  the  North  W^ard. 

According  to  the  census  of  1911,  the  population  of  the  Urban  Dictrict 
was  18,550.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  3932.  To  the  end  of 
1918,  273  houses  have  been  added  giving  a total  of  4205.  The  estimated 
population  to  the  middle  of  1918,  as  given  by  the  General  Register  Office 
for  the  estimation  of  death  rate  is  19005,  and  for  birth  rate  21294. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

During  the  year  1918,  508  births  were  registered,  consisting  of  272 
males  and  236  females,  giving  a birth  rate  of  23  per  1000.  This  compares 
with  22  per  1000  for  the  year  1917  ; but  is  considerably  under  the  average 
for  the  last  ten  years  wdiich  was  28  2. 

The  general  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1918  was  17’7. 
Thus  the  local  rate  is  still  favourable  as  compared  with  the  general  birth 
rate. 


I^ORTALITY  RATES. 

During  the  year  1918,  282  deaths  were  registered  as  occurring  in  the 
district.  Besides  these,  27  deaths  occurred  outside  the  district  of  those 
belonging  to  it  ; while  4 deaths  of  non-residents  were  also  registered. 
Adding  the  former  27  deaths  and  subtracting  the  latter  4 gives  305  as  the 
nett  deaths  for  the  Urban  District,  This  compares  with  230  for  the 
previous  year,  and  taking  the  population  as  given  by  the  General  Register 


Office  as  19,005,  this  gives  a general  death  rate  for  the  district  of  16,  as 
compared  with  12  3 for  19 1 7.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  VVales  for 
the  same  year  (1918)  was  17'6. 


The  deaths  occurred  as  follows: — Coalville  120,  Hugglescote  101  and 
Whitwick  84. 


The  following  Table  (I)  gives  the  estimated  Ward  population,  the 
number  of  deaths  and  death  rate  in  each  Ward  and  for  the  whole  district

During  1918,  56  deaths  occur-red  amongst  infants  under  one  year,  as 
compared  with  54  for  1917.  This  gives  an  Infantile  rate  of  110  as 
compared  with  114  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  97.  Thus  the  local  rate  is  13  per  1000  births  above  the  average 
for  the  country  generally.  Thus  one  child  in  every  nine  born  died  before 
it  was  one  year  old. 


In  detail  the  causes  of  this  mortality  were  as  follows: —

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Premature  birth  still  contributes  materially  to  the  Infantile  rate. 
Anti-natal  care  of  the  mothers  should  lessen  this  factor. 

Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  accounted  for  10  deaths  as  compared  with 
14  for  the  previous  year.  Thus  Influenzal  Pneumonia  does  not  appear  to 
have  contributed  to  the  rate. 

Debility,  Marasmus  and  Atrophy  still  lead  as  the  chief  causes  of 
Infantile  Mortality.  Improvement  generally  under  this  he  ding  can  only 
be  obtained  by  more  intelligent  feeding  and  clothing  of  infants.  Much  is 
to  be  hoped  for  from  the  work  of  Child  Welfare  centi-es,  one  of  which  is 
working  in  the  Urban  District. 

With  regard  to  the  losses  from  respiratory  diseases,  parents  might 
notice  signs  of  rapid  breathing,  and  with  regard  to  Gastro-intestinal 
ailments,  sickness  or  diarrhoea  should  call  for  medical  attention. 

This  Infantile  Mortality  still  forms  one  of  the  dark  spots  in  the  lecord 
of  our  local  vital  statistics.

From  the  fore-going  Table  it  will  seen, 
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(1)  That  apart  from  Influenza  17  dt  atlis  were  due  to  Zymotic  Disease, 

as  compared  with  22  for  1917.  These  will  be  dealt  with  in  a 
a subsequent  Table. 

(2)  That  19  deaths  were  attributed  to  Tuberculosis,  13  being  due  to 

Phtliivsi*^,  2 to  Tuberculous  Meningitis  and  4 to  Tuberculosis  of 
other  parts  of  the  body.  This  compares  with  14  for  the  previous 
year  Thus  Tuberculosis  lexies  a steady  toll  on  the  lives  of  the 
people,  which  thus  far  unfortunately  shows  no  sign  of  diminution. 

(3)  That  diseases  of  respiratory  organs  accounted  for  no  fewer  than 

60  deaths,  as  compared  with  35  for  1917.  Seventeen  were  caused 
by  Bronchitis  and  43  by  Pneumonia.  Probably  a considerable 
proportion  of  the  latter  were  Influenzal  in  type  and  were  the 
result  of  the  epidemic  in  July  and  November.  Ten  of  the  deaths 
were  amongst  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

(1)  That  Cancer  still  maintains  a deadly  and  steady  average,  15  deaths 
being  attributed  to  this  cause,  as  compared  with  16  for  the 
previous  year.  Most  of  the  cases  occurred  at  the  age-periods 
45 — 65  and  65  upwards. 

(5)  That  Gastro-intestinal  ailments  caused  5 deaths.  Under  this 

heading  the»e  has  been  a sustained  and  steady  improvement  for 
several  years 

(6)  That  58  deaths  were  attributed  to  Influenza  as  compared  with  4 

for  the  previous  year.  This  cause  with  the  additional  deaths 
from  Pneumonia  fully  accounts  for  our  death  rate  moving  up  to 
16,  as  compared  with  12 ’3  for  1917.  The  outbreak  of  Influenza 
will  be  dealt  with  later  in  this  report. 

(7)  That  8 deaths  were  the  result  of  injuries  as  compared  with  13  tor 

the  previous  year.  These  included  3 from  accidental  injuries 
sustained  in  the  coal  mines,  3 from  scalds  and  burns,  and  1 
infant  f orn  over  lying.

Thus  17  deaths  were  attributed  to  Zymotic  Disease  as  compared  with 
22  for  1917.  Diphtheria  caused  10  deaths  as  compared  with  11  for  the 
previous  year.  Whooping  Cough  for  5 as  compared  with  none  for  1917. 
The  general  Zymotic  rate  for  1918  was  '89  as  compared  with  IT  for  1917 
and  with  1'8  for  the  country  generally.  Apart  from  Diphtheria  the  local 
rate  is  a very  favourable  one. 

A brief  account  follows  respecting  the  outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year  1918. 

IVIeciSieS. — During  the  year  1918,  10 1 cases  of  Measles  were 
notified  as  compared  with  419  for  1917.  The  disease  was  very  prevalent 
in  the  last  months  of  1917  and  rapidly  declined  during  first  two  months  of 
1918.  The  disease  continued  of  a mild  t^^pe  and  ordy  one  death  is  attributed 
to  this  cause.  School  closure  did  not  appear  to  have  any  effect  in  arresting 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  Praclically  every  susceptible  child  was  affected. 
The  number  of  notifications  received  would  probably  be  about  one  third  of 
the  number  of  childten  affected.  Thus  it  may  be  reckoned  that  300 
children  were  ill.  The  case  mortality  would  therefoie  be  about  *3  per  cent., 
a very  favourable  rate  The  variations  referred  to  in  my  last  report  persisted 
throughout  the  epidemic,  such  as  difference  in  colour  of  rash,  and  in  per- 
sistence of  rash,  &c.  Several  of  the  cases  were  of  the  variety  termed 
German  Measles  Notification  justified  itself  in  the  greater  care  taken  of 
the  cases  and  on  the  whole  in  the  more  sustained  and  careful  management 
of  the  affected  children. 

Sca.rla.t in 3.. — Dating  1918,  49  cases  were  notified,  as  compared 
with  82  for  the  previous  year  ; 20  in  Coalville,  11  in  Hugglescote  and  15 
in  Whitwick.  One  death  was  attributed  to  this  cause.  Of  the  49  cases 
38  were  those  of  direct  contact.” 

WhOOping’-Coug’h. — In  the  early  months  of  1918,  numerous 
cases  of  Whooping-Cough  occurred,  more  particularly  in  the  Hugglescote 
and  Whitwick  Wards.  Tliis  disease  never  fails  to  add  materially  to  the 
death  rate  and  five  deaths  are  attributed  to  this  cause,  all  occurring  amongst 
children  under  4 years  of  age.  Practically  no  precautions  are  taken  to 
arrest  its  spread,  and  its  long  duration  and  insidious  beginning  are  but 
factors  in  spreading  it. 

Entei*iC  Fev©r.' — It  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  leport  that  not 
a single  case  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  Urban  District  throughout  the 
year. 


Diphth©ri3.- — During  1918,  45  cases  were  reported,  23  in  Coalville, 
17  in  Hugglescote  and  5 in  Whitwick.  This  compares  with  26  for  the 
year  1917.  This  disease  has  manifested  an  unusual  tenacity  in  clinging 
to  the  district.  In  37  cases  one  could  trace  ‘‘contact,”  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  disease  may  be  stamped  out  as  soon  as  adequate  hospital 
provision  is  available.  The  Council  provide  a free  bacteriological  examina- 
tion and  also  anti-diphtheritic  serum.  Three  cases  occurred  inpeisons  over 
20,  but  80  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  amongst  children  between  the  ages 
of  3 and  12. 

Gastro-lriStestina,l  Ailments.  — Induded  under  this  head 
a)'e  the  illnesses  described  as  Epidemic  Diarrhfca,  Enteiltis,  Summer 
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Diarrha3a  and  Gastro-Enteriiis.  I hav^e  to  report  a most  gratifying  decline 
in  all  these  ailments.  Five  deaths  only  were  attributed  to  these  causes, 
and  4 of  them  occurred  amongst  children  under  1 year. 

InfiuonZcl. — This  has  proved  the  epidemic  of  the  year.  The  first 
cases  occurred  in  March  and  April,  when  two  cases  were  certified  as  having 
died  of  Influenza  and  4 of  Pneumonia.  In  May  and  June  there  were  no 
fatal  cases  from.  Influenza,  but  4 deaths  were  attributed  to  Pneumonia  It 
was  in  July  that  the  disease  became  prevalent,  when  the  symptoms  specially 
characteristic  of  the  outbreak  manifested  themselves,  including  nose- 
bleeding and  rusty  sputum,  a short  period  of  incubation,  generally  2 to  3 
days,  with  a marked  tendency  to  Pneumonic  symptoms. 

The  period  of  ninximurn  incidence  in  this  district  was  reached  about 
30th  November.  During  November  28  deaths  were  attributeu  to  Influenza 
and  15  to  Pneumonia ; while  during  December  15  deaths  resulted  from 
Influenza  and  11  from  Pneumonia.  The  sex  distribuiion  was  as  follows  :

As  before  stated  it  was  in  July  that  Influenza  with  the  special 
characteiistics  of  the  epidemic  manifested  itself.  Then  in  August  the 
disease  waned  and  1 death  was  attributed  to  Influenza  and  1 to  Pneumonia. 
During  September  there  was  a period  of  quiescence  and  no  death  occurred 
from  either  Influenza  or  Pneumonia.  Then  in  October  commenced  a pei  iod 
of  special  activity,  6 deaths  being  attributed  to  Influenza  and  2 to 
Pneumonia  ; reaching  as  before  stated  its  maximum  prevalence  in 
November  when  28  deaths  were  caused  by  Influenza  and  15  by  Pneumonia 
Tke  age-periods  at  which  the  deaths  from  the  two  causes  occurred  were 
as  follows  ; —

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bulk  of  the  fatal  ca.ses,  both 
in  Influenza  and  Pneumonia,  occurred  between  the  ages  5 to  45,  while  there 
was  no  fatality  amongst  persons  over  65  yeas  of  age. 

These  causes  alone  practically  added  3 per  lOOO  to  our  death  rate. 
The  overcrowded  condition  of  many  of  the  houses,  and  the  fact  that  several 
members  of  a household  were  attacked  simultaneously  rendered  adequate 
nursing  in  some  cases  impossible  and  probably  increased  the  mortality. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Ten  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  1918,  as  compared  with 
16  for  1917.  Five  of  these  occurred  in  Coalville,  3 in  Hugglescote  and  2 
in  Whitwick.  The  mortality  from  this  cause  maintains  its  steady  average, 
19  deathshaving  occurred  from  this  cause,  as  compared  with  16  for  1917. 
Thirteen  of  these  were  Tuberculosis  of  Lungs,  and  6 were  attributed  to 
Tuberculous  Disease  of  other  organs. 
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HOUSE  ACCOMMODATIOIM 


On  account  of  war  conditions  no  addition  to  house  accommodation  has 
))een  made, 


SEWERAGE. 


Both  Sewage  Farms  — Kelham  Bridge  and  the  Snarrows — have 
worked  satisfactorily.  Fourteen  conversions  of  ashpit  privies  into  water- 
closets  have  been  made,  and  minor  improvements  in  drainage  have  been 
made  in  respect  of  74  houses. 

The  effluents  from  the  Sewage  Faims  have  been  examined  and  found 
satisfactory. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  public  water  supply  continues  fairly  sufficient  and  of  a high 
standard  of  organic  purity.  During  the  year  1918,  25  additional  houses 
have  been  connected,  making  a total  of  3641  houses  now  being  supplied 
from  the  public  mains.  Samples  of  this  supply  have  been  regularly 
analysed  and  have  been  found  satisfactory. 


SCAVENGiNG. 

The  details  of  this  work  will  be  seen  from  the  statement  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  appended  to  this  report. 

SCHOOLS. 

Each  School  has  been  systematically  inspected  from  a sanitary  point 
of  view.  During  the  year  all  the  Schools  were  disinfected. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  inspected.  Owing  to  war  conditions  7 of 
these  were  closed  most  of  the  year,  but  several  were  re-opening  during 
December. 


BAKEHOUSES,  DAIRSES  AND  MiLKSHOPS. 

All  these  have  been  inspected  and  minor  defects  removed.  Special 
enquiry  was  made  respecting  the  milk  supply  in  view  of  the  prevalence  of 
Scarlatina  and  Diphtheria. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  only  provision  at  present  is  an  Iron  erection  situated  in  the 
Hugglescote  Ward.  It  consists  of  one  ward  of  six  beds.  The  Urban 
District  Council  wdth  other  neighbouring  Sanitary  Authorities  have 
combined  in  a scheme  for  provision  of  Isolation  Hospitals  practically  for 
the  County  of  Leicester.  As  soon  as  economic  and  industrial  conditions 
become  more  normal,  it  is  proposed  that  a Hospital  of  suitable  size  and 
accessibility  will  be  erected  for  this  portion  of  the  county. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT  1901. 

These  have  been  inspected.  In  several  more  adequate  provision  of 
sanitary  conveniences  is  desirable  and  should  be  provided  as  soon  as  local 
building  conditions  permit. 


HOME  WORK. 

A certain  amohnt  of  Home  Work  is  obtained  from  Leicester  and 
Loughborough  manufacturers,  and  consists  mostly  of  hosiery  work.  The 
houses,  where  this  work  is  carried  on,  are  known  to  the  Authority  and 
special  precautions  are  taken  in  the  event  of  infectious  disease  breaking  out 
in  such  houses.  Several  cases  of  this  kind  occurred  in  connection  with  the 
outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  early  months  of  1918. 

Appended  to  this  report,  are  the  usual  statistical  tables  in  order  to 
favour  comparison  with  previous  years  and  in  order  to  maintain  uniformity 
in  the  ground  covered  by  these  reports. 

I would  also  beg  respectfully  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  interest- 
ing sUiUiiiary  of  work  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

Vita!  Statistics  of  Whole  District  during  1918  and  previous  Years. 
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Motes. — This  Table  is  arranged  to  show  the  gross  births  and  deaths  in 
the  district,  and  the  births  and  deaths  properly  belonging  to  it  with  the 
corresponding  rates.  For  yrars  before  19  1 1 some  of  the  corrected  rates 
probably  will  not  be  available.  The  rates  should  be  calculated  per  1,000 
of  the  estimated  gross  population.  In  a district  in  which  large  Public  In- 
stitutions for  the  sick  or  infirm  seriously  affect  the  statistics,  the  rates 
in  Columns  5 and  13  may  be  calculated  on  a nett  population,  obtained  by 
deducting  from  the  estimated  gross  population  the  average  number  of 
inmates  not  belonging  to  the  district  in  such  institutions. 

* In  Column  6 are  to  be  included  the  whole  of  the  Deaths  registered 
during  the  year  as  having  actually  occurred  within  the  district. 

In  Column  12  is  to  be  entered  the  number  in  Column  6,  corrected  by 
subtraction  of  the  number  in  Column  8 and  by  addition  of  the  number  in 
Column  9.  Deaths  in  Column  10  are  to  be  similarly  corrected  by  subtraction 
of  the  deaths  under  I,  included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  8,  and  by 
addition  of  the  deaths  under  I included  in  the  number  given  in  Column  9. 

t The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  be  able  from  the  Eeturns  made  to 
him  by  the  local  Registrar  of  Deaths,  as  well  as  from  the  quarterly  lists 
furnished  by  the  Registrar-General,  to  fill  in  Column  8 in  accordance  witli 
the  rule  in  the  next  paragraph  below.  The  Registrar-General,  either  directly 
or  through  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  will  supply  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  with  the  particulars  of  deaths  to  be  entered  in  Column  9 ; 
and  all  such  deaths  must  be  included  in  this  Column,  unless  an  error  is 
detected,  and  its  correction  has  been  accepted  by  the  Registrar-General. 
For  Column  4 the  Registrar-General  will  furnish  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  a Statement  of  the  number  of  Births  needing  to  be  added  to  or  sub- 
tracted from  the  total  supplied  by  the  local  Registrar. 

J ‘‘  Transferable  Deaths  ” are  deaths  of  persons  who,  having  a fixed  or 
usual  residence  in  England  or  Wales,  die  in  a district  other  than  that  in 
which  they  resided.  The  deaths  of  persons  without  fixed  or  usual  residence, 
e.g  , casuals,  must  not  be  included  in  Columns  8 or  9 except  in  certain 
instances  under  3 (6)  below.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  state  in 
Column  8 the  number  of  transferable  deaths  of  ‘‘  non-residents  ” which  are 
to  be  deducted,  and  will  state  in  Column  9 the  number  of  deaths  of 
“ residents  ''  registered  outside  the  district  which  are  to  be  added  in  calcu- 
lating the  nett  death-rate  of  his  district. 


The  following  special  cases  arise  as  to  Transferable  Deaths  : — 

(1)  Persons  dying  in  Institutions  for  the  sick  or  infirm,  such  as  hospitals, 
lunatic  asylums,  workhouses,  and  nursing  homes  (but  not  almshouses),  must 
be  regarded  as  residents  of  the  district  in  which  they  had  a fixed  or  usual 
residence  at  the  time  of  admission.  If  the  person  dying  in  an  Institution 
had  no  fixed  residence  at  the  time  of  admission,  the  death  is  not  transferable. 
If  the  patient  has  been  directly  transferred  from  one  such  Institution  to 
another,  the  death  is  transferable  to  the  district  of  residence  at  the  time  of 
admission  to  the  first  Institution. 

(2)  The  deaths  of  infants  born  and  dying  within  a year  of  birth  in  an 
Institution  to  which  the  mother  was  admitted  for  her  confinement  should 
be  referred  to  tlie  district  of  fixed  or  usual  residence  of  the  parent. 

(3)  Deaths  Rom  Violence  are  to  be  referred  (a)  to  the  district  of  residence, 
under  the  general  rule  ; (6)  if  this  district  is  unknown,  or  the  deceased  had 
no  fixed  abode,  to  the  district  where  the  accident  occurred,  if  known  ; 
(c)  failing  this,  to  the  district  where  death  occurred,  if  known  ; and  ((/)  failing 
this,  to  the  district  where  the  body  was  found.

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COMIVION  LODGINQ-^HOUSES. 

I have  again  to  report  that  the  three  Common  Lodging-houses  at 
Whitwick  have  been  satisfactorily  maintained. 

The  reduction  in  the  yearly  number  of  lodgers  accommodated  since  the 
War  broke  out  continues,  and  the  number  for  the  year  stands  at  7,070, 
against  7,048  for  1917,  and  7,444  for  1916,  the  number  for  the  year  1914 
being  11,337. 

No  infectious  disease  or  other  sickness  has  been  reported,  and  no 
overcrowding  has  occurred.  The  houses  are  fully  iiispected  at  least  once 
A month,  and  chance  visits  are  made  from  time  to  time. 

SCAVENGING. 

During  the  year,  5,058  loads  of  refuse  were  removed  and  12,820  dust- 
bins emptied.  The  refuse  where  it  has  manurial  value  is  disposed  of  upon 
agricultural  land.  The  dry  ash  and  dustbin  refuse  generally  is  carted  to 
suitable  tips. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notifications  was  110  against  94  for 
19 1 7.  This  number  includes  Scarlatina  49,  Diphtheria  45,  Erysipelas  2, 
Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  1,  and  Tuberculosis  13.  There  were  also  124 
cases  of  Measles,  which  epidemic  died  down  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 
There  was  no  case  of  Typhoid  fever  reported  during  the  year.  Disinfection 
is  carried  out  in  all  infectious  cases,  and  also  in  all  cases  of  Cancer  and 
similar  diseases  and  the  bedding,  clothing,  <kc,,  in  these  cases  disinfected  or 
destroyed 

There  has  been  402  fumigations  of  houses,  or  parts  of  houses,  during 
the  year.  Fourteen  Schools  disinfected,  and  8 lots  of  wearing  apparel  and 
bedding  fumigated. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

25  more  houses  have  been  connected  up  to  the  Council’s  supply  during 
the  present  year  making  the  total  number  of  houses  supplied  3,641.  The 
practical  cessation  of  house  building  operations  leaves  only  that  small 
proportion  of  the  property  which  is  still  unset ved  by,  though  within  the 
radius  of,  the  Council’s  mains,  to  account  for  any  increase  in  the  number 
of  the  supplies.  Nevertheless  the  increased  consumption  per  head  and  the 
increased  trade  demand  has  resulted  in  the  total  supply  for  the  year  being 
over  80  per  cent  greater  than  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1913. 
The  half  yearly  analyses  of  the  town  water  show  it  to  be  of  its  usual 
excellent  quality. 

HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

18  house  properties  have  been  re-drained  and  14  water  closets  provided 
in  connection  therewith  to  take  the  place  of  previous  privies.  The  difficulty 
in  connection  with  materials  and  labour  is  again  apparent  especially  in  the 
reduced  rate  at  which  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  forward  the  provision 
ot  water  closets  in  the  place  of  privies. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

The  whole  of  the  slaughter  houses — 19  in  number — have  been 
regularly  inspected,  both  at  ordinary  times  and  when  killing  was  in  progress. 
The  premises  have  been  kept  in  a satisfactory  manner.  In  a few  instances 
iiotices  have  been  given  to  cleanse  and  limewash.  Several  slaughterhouses 
are  still  unused  chiefly  on  account  of  the  meat  restrictions  in  force. 

DAiRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDERS, 

1885-1889. 

During  the  year,  190  inspections  of  the  above  have  been  made, 
including  76  made  of  cows  by  your  Veterinary  Surgeon  Eighte*  n of  these 
visits  have  been  made  at  milking  times.  There  have  been  a few  cases 
where  notices  were  necessary  to  secure  the  periodical  limewashiiig,  etc  and 
in  all  cases  the  notices  were  complied  with.  Your  Veterinary  Surgeon  has 
given  two  satisfactory  leports  of  his  inspections  and  examinations  of 
milking  cows.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  39  cowkeepers,  14 
milksellers,  and  27  outsiders  registered  as  carring  on  business.  During  the 
year  structui  al  improvements  have  been  carried  out,  on  the  advice  of  your 
officials,  at  four  farms. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 

The  workshops,  bakehouses,  etc  , have  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time.  It  has  been  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  in  several  c^ses  to 
limewash,  cleanse,  &c.,  which  notices  have  been  complied  with  in  each  case. 
Considering  the  labour  difficulty  the  premises  have  been  kept  in  a satis- 
factory condition. 

The  local  factories  do  not  give  out  home  work,  the  “outworkers'’ 
receive  the  work  from  factories  at  Leicester,  Loughborough,  Wigston  and 
elsewhere,  and  it  consists  of  “seaming,”  “mending,”  “ chevening,” 
“Griswold  knitting,”  &c.  The  quantity  of  work  and  number  of  workers 
vary  considerably  at  different  times  owing  to  the  shortage  of  materials, 
workers  going  on  munitions,  &c.  At  no  time  during  the  year  would  the 
number  of  workers  exceed  120,  and  sometimes  not  more  than  half  that 
number. 

Most  of  the  work  is  done  on  clean  premises,  although  it  is  necessary 
occasionally  to  give  a caution.  No  work  is  allow^ed  to  leave  the  premises 
where  any  infectious  disease  occurs  but  is  handed  over  to  your  officials  for 
prior  disinfection  and  ultimate  dispatch  of  same  to  warehouse,  and  no  more 
work  is  allowed  until  the  premises  have  been  fumigated. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909. 

This  Act  has  been  more  or  less  in  abeyance  during  the  year. 

Owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  labour  and  materials,  and  the  cost 
of  same,  it  has  been  extremely  difficult  to  get  any  repairs  done.  Uuder  these 
circumstances  no  additional  houses  have  been  inspected,  30  premises  have 
been  reinspected,  and  where  possible  defects  remedied.  'When  times  become 
more  normal  there  are  many  properties  which  will  come  under  review^ 
under  this  Act.  There  have  het-n  no  closing  orders  made  during  the  year 
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
